Hong Kong, Britain's “com-‘ 


mercial crown, jewel,” is ‘tho 
subject of an exhaustivo report 
and a portfolio of picturea in 
Fortune magazine. The article 
waa written by John . Luters, 
(who spent three .months in 
Hong Kong during the spring 
ang summer of 1946. 

Fortune finds that the Crown 
Colony of Hong Kong—“past 
of an Asian marked by alaruma 
wand of a British Empire mark- 
ed by  breakdowns"—in quiet 
and stable. “It is alao, unlike 
other Asintic cities, prosper- 
ous, and unlike many British 
poasessiona, a source of income 
rather than of strategically 
justified outlay,” the report 
nays. ‘ : 

“Here profita run to 15% or 
even 30% on investment, and 
Occidentais—the taipana or 
big businessmen of Hong Kong 
—atill run nn Asiatic show on 
their own terms. But the 
terms are rather new, Since 
what the taipana seek is profits 
on trade, the Colony fs open to 
all comers; since what the Bri- 
fish economy requires is ex- 
ports, trade nowadays is auffi- 
clently controlled to preserve 
Hong Kong's’ favourable posl- 
tion in the British batance 
sheet.” 


Trade ‘Interests 


Hong Kong ‘meana trade, the 
magazine explains. It points 
out that apart from a few 
amall concerns, there are no 
manufacturing companies of 
more than local importance. 
There is no income from raw 
materials, little from finished 
materials, and Government ser- 
ieee cost more than they bring 
in, .
